THE CUBAN SITUATION. 


Reports from Havana indicate tha 


Captain General Blanco is in immi 
nent peril and may be compelled t 
call upon Consal General Lee to pre 
serve life and property in the city. 


General Blanco attempted to pacif; 


the Cubans, by offering them terms o 


nomy^, which if carried into effec 


would be little less than absolute in 
dependence. 
These terms were nn 


satisfactory to the Cubans in the field 
whose motto is "independence 
o 


death," and also to the Spanish rest 
dents of the island, who are opposed 
to making any terms short of unoon 
ditional surrender with the rebels 
The Spaniards who are opposed t 
autonomy are in the ascendancy in 
Havana, and are hostile to Blanco and 
opposed to his plans for pacifying the 
Island. 
They are inciting riots in 


Havana and Blanoo's position is pre 
carious. 
He may have to call on the 


American Consul to assist with Amori 
can war ships in maintaining order, or 
the insurgents may take advantage o 
the dissensions among the Spaniards 
and capture the city. 


Blanco admits that he is forced by 


existing circumstances to suspend fur 
ther acts of clemency, and in future 
will act with energy. He is confronted 
with the insurgents in .the field anc 
with the 
mutinous volunteers in 


Havana. 
The officers of the regular 


army sympathize with the volunteers 
and will not restrain them nor assist 
in fighting the insurgents. 


The American warships are placed 


under the immediate orders of Consul 
Lee, and while they will not interfere 
in the contest between Blanco and the 
volunteers, unless requested to do so 
by the Captain General, they will, il 
necessary, use their guns to protect 
the lives nnd property of American 
citizens in Havana and of all who 
place themselves under the proteotin g 
folds of the stars and stripes. 


ANTAGONISTIC V1KWS, 


Senator Wolcott of Colorado, who 


was Chairman of the $100,000 comm 
sioa sent to Europe to prevail- upon 
the gold men to reduce their profits by 
permitting the United States to coin 
silver bullion, miued in its mountains, 
into logul tender money, has delivered 
a speech in tbe United States Senate.

The great internal heat that rendered 


the Amphitrite inefficient .was due to 
lack of provision for ventilation in the 
engine and boiler spaces. .These regions 
became so hot that little useful work 
could'bo done in them, and the lack of 
air was such as to actually rain the fur 
nace draft, smoke coming rout freely 
from the holes in the furnace doors. 
Aside from two small ash hoist tnbea 
in the central part of the fireroom and 
» small escape hatch forward, there 
were no 'openings from the fireroom to 
the outer air. 


The boilers reached nearly to the iron 


main dock of the vessel, and as the air 
above them and between the deck beams 
bad no escape it became greatly heated 
and lay roasting in those spacea It was 
impossible for a man to go on the grat- 
ings behind the tipper parts of the boil- 
ers after they had been nnder steam a 
few hours, though the main and auxil: 
iary stop valves were there. A board of 
officers that reported on .temperatures in 
the vessel got at this place only by in- 
troducing a thermometer on. the end of 
a long pole, and this thermometer, 
when fished out and taken to a place 
where it could be read, showed 203 de- 
grees. 


The superstructure containing the 


cabin and wardroom was directly above 
"•" engine and boiler rooms, with. a

the 
light wooden floor laid over the iron 
main deck, At sea, with the doors 
closed, this habitation- became exactly 
like a frying pan on a hot stove lid. 
The smoke pipe, partly'uncovered for 
alleged ventilating purposes, 
passed 


through the center of the wardroom and 
by vigorous radiation contributed its 
full share to the general discomfort. 
The deck, in spite of its wooden sheath- 
ing, was so hot as to be painful, and I 
hesitate to say from memory'the tem- 
peratures the "board reported as being 
usual in the rooms,,in.bureau drawers, 
on the wardroom table and in other 
parts of the officers' quarters. It was as 
high as 113 degrees,' and I think great- 
er. Sleep was only a period of uncon- 
sciousness, induced by utter exhaustion, 
and was without restful quality. 


The fireroom temperature was never 


below 150 degrees and often above 170, 
while the engine room ranged closely 
ibout 150 degrees. For the first 24 
iours tho men stood it well,, but on the 
second day seven succumbed to the heat 
and were put on the sick.list, one of 
them nearly dying. Before the voyage 
was ended 28 had been driven to seek 
medictrl attendance. 


On tho evening of tho fourth day out 


our men had literally fonght with fire 
co a finish and had teen vanquished. 
The watch on duty broke down one by 
one and the engines, after lumbering 
along slower and slower, actuallv stop- 
ped for lack of steam. - The ship was a'l- 
owed to drift inshore on the tide and 
was finally brought to an anchor in St. 
Simon's sound. Tho'agh a warship of 
'ormidable characteristics and sent on 
his distant serrirj6) it is doubtful if the 
Amphitrito coc'^d have gone into action 
at that time rjr have steamed 100 milea 
'arther to srjVO herself.—F. M. Bennett,

Over $100,- 
000,000 in gold, or its equivalent in 
wheat, cotton, pork and other products, 
have to be sent to Europe annually 
from the United States to square the 
interest account. With " finances on 
the single standard basis the price of 
exports are low and more of them have 
to be sent to England to settle the 
interest account than when prices were 
high under the double standard finan- 
cial system.

The Former Dahlia Craze; 


The dahlia, named after the famous 


Swedish botanist Dahl, appeared early 
in this century, and was as popular iu 
the flower garden as were the camellias 
and. fuchsias in the greenhouse, and still 
holds its own.

THE COLOK ESCORT. 


ONE OF THE MOST IMPRESSIVE OF 


ALL MILITARY OBSERVANCES. 


Ceremony In Honor of the Stars and 


Stripes That Touches tho Patriotic Chord. 
Tho Respect For tho Flag Which la 
Shown by Hen, Women ami Children. 


There is nothing that more conduces 


lo make a good, true and loyal soldier 
than to inculcate in him love and re- 
spect for the flag he has sworn to up- 
hold and defend. To bring about this 
rnd,-there are certain ceremonies in the 
finny 'that aro intended to impress the 
wearers of the uniform -\vith the dig- 
nity of the flag. One of these ceremonies 
is called the "escort to the color," and 
it is tho finest and most impressive of 
r.ll military observances. Every regi- 
ment carries two flags—one national, 
the other the regimental, -which carries 
the nnniber and name of tho regiment. 
The;,e flags aro kept at the residential 
quarters of tlio colonel or at his office, 
where they are zealously cared for. It 
ifs when tho regiment parades, and these 
flags aro to be brought to the troops, 
that the escort to the color is carried 
out. 


When the regiment has formed line 


on the parade, the colonel details a com- 
pany lo bring the colors and escort them 
to their place in the line. The company 
marches in column of platoons, headed 
by the baud, which does not play as 
the march down tho front of the line is 
made. The two color sergeants, old anil 
faithful soldiers appointed to theso de- 
siied places by reason of long service 
and military bearing, inra'ch between 
tho two plitoons. Upon arriving in 
front of the building where the flags, 
are kept line is formed, the baud stand- 
ing on the right of the escort. 


The fiibt lieutenant, with drawn 


sword, followed by the two color ser- 
geants, who are followed m turn by a 
sergeant armed with a rifle, enters the 
building and receives the flags. When 
the colov bearers appear, followed by 
the lieutenant and the sergeant, they 
halt at tho entrance and form line, fac- 
ing the escort Arms are presented, and 
tho field music (the trumpeters) sound 
a thrilling call named "To the color," 
during the sound of which all stand mo- 
tionless, with arms at the present After 
the sounding of the color has ended 
arms are brought to the order, and then 
column of platoons is reformed, the 
two color sergeants taking places be- 
tween the two platoons, and thus guard- 
ed, the march is taken up, the band 
playing a, spirited air. 


Around the shady main avenue of the 


post marches tho escort, each soldiei 
erect and appearing as if he felt that tht 
flags were intrusted to him alone in- 
stead of to the sompany of which he 
forms so small a part. How each man 
steps out to the strains of tho niarck, 
probably Sousa's inspiring ."Stars and 
Stripes Forever." Downcast tho offi- 
cers' quarters, tho porches of which are 
filled with the wives, daughters and 
sweethearts of the officers parading, 
goes the escort. 


The respect for the flag is not con- 


fined to tho wearers of the army blue, 
for as the escort passes eacn houso 
these true and loyal women cease their 
talk and stand quietly till the flag ha t 
passed, when the interesting discussion 
or the latest news is resumed. Past a 
group of enlisted men not required to 
attend tho parade marches tho escort. 
Each man stands "attention," and re- 
moves hia cap. A group of small boys 
at play is nest passed. Every one, a 
true soldier's son, stands, cap in hand, 
till Old Glory has passed. I have seen 
this samo small boy grow up, pasa 
ihrough the "Point" and command one 
of the platoons in tho escort after grad- 
uation and maybo in tho same company 
commanded by his father. This march 
around the post has at last brought tho 
escort opposite the right of tho hne_of 
paraded troops, when tho colonel com- 
mands attention, and down tho line 
passes the glittering guard. 


On reaching a point in the front of 


tho center of the paraded command the 
escort forms lino facing tho regiment, 
the two color sergeants marching to the 
front till 12 paces in front of tho colonel 
and his staff. 
Arms aro then presented 


to the flags by command of the colouol. 
and while the trumpeters again sound 
"to the color" tho flags are allowed to 
fly to tho breese, the lances aro lowered 
hi acknowledgment of the "present," 
and now tho moment is one to fill tho 
toul of every lover of his country with 
a thrill that is indescribable. Tho silk 
and tasscled flags, caught by the rays 
of the sun, shine and glisten in front of 
the solid lauks of blue and gold uni- 
forms massed across the deep green 
sword of tho parade ground—a picture 
difficult for any pen to portray 


After the sounding of tho color the 


two sergeants march to their places in 
tho parade, and tho escorting company, 
having faithfully carried out its sacred 
duty, now wheels into column of pla- 
toons and, headed by tho band with in- 
spiring mnsic, proceeds, on down tho 
lino and around in the rear of the regi- 
ment, whence, without music, it goes 
to its proper place in the line, and tho 
formal dress parade is begun. After pa- 
rade the color guard escorts the flags to 
tho place whore they are preserved.— 
Lieutenant B. W. Atkinson, U. S, A., 
in St. Nicholas.
